an. I ( ¦ recce, and clearing millions of
profit out of the hideous conflict be¬
tween Moslem and Christian; that
caused the .-laughter of the Armeni¬
ans to <;o on undisturbed; and lint
has constantly shown its hand in the
affairs or Hpani ami Culia.

Its iiillueticu ha -i open in th atti¬
tude of |i.t|, Clevt I nnl ami McKinley
toward the t'uhnn patriots, au atti¬
tude of real enmity in spite of (he
fact that the people of this country
are all luit unanimous in favor of
Cuban independence. The people
are forgotten and even the interests
of party are risked by the rtcpuhli-
can lenders, en keen arc they to do
th«' bidding of the money power.
Ami it is this money power which

the people of this country will have
to vanquish at t !>«. pulls or lose their
own liberties.
